IMPROVE CITY PROPERTY 


Continued from Page One 


>care of most rainfalls, and in ex- 
cessive rainfalls the water can flow 
over the. streets, but will be taken 
care of more rapidly than under pre- 
sent conditions. The cost of $45,000 
is believed to be in excess to the 
assessments that would be' neces- 
sary. 


The plan of reducing the size of 


the ditch will be studied out, and 
another report made by the next 
council meeting, so that something 
definite can be done on the drain as 
soon as possible. 


The engineer for the city was or- 


dered to: draw plans and specifica- 
tions for curb and gutters in West 
Eleventh street, extending on both 
sides of the ptreet from 
Main to 


Jackson streets. No curb or gutter 
•will be built' through the park, but, 
the engineer was ordered to 
draw 


plans for •e.urb and gutters on the 
south side of the street from Sexton 
west to Spencer. This action is be- 
ing taken in view of the possibility 
of improving the street this summer. 


A petition was granted for eurb 


and gutters on the west side of Ol- 
iver street, from Ninth to Eleventh, 
and the engineer ordered to 
make 


plans and fix the grade. A resolution 
also calling for a sidewalk 
from 


Willow street, east a half block on 
the south side 
of the street, was 


passed, following the action on a 
petition .filed several weeks ago by 
M. C. Dawson. 


The fire committee was instructed 


to continue their plans with^remodi- 
eling the city hall, and reported that 
the rear end of the building was 
about completed, and work on a new 


front with modern doors will be in 
the program for the remodeling. 


It was decided at the meeting that 


the street oiling would "not com- 
mence until, sometime 
during 
the 


period of June 1 to 15. A 'proposi- 
tion of an oiling concern of Rich- 
mond _was presented to the council, 
but it. was decided that the oiling 
could be done cheaper by the city 
machinery. 


The clerk was instructed to notify 


O. M. Dale to place cement 
side- 


walks in front of his office rooms in 
West Third street, to 
make them 


uniform 
with 
business 
district 


walks. Several trees were removed 
from <the lawn last summer, and the 
orders of the council are that the 
lawn is to be made into a sidewalk, 
extending to the curb. 


The park board was given permis- 


sion to rent the refreshment- stand 
at the park to a reliable person at a. 
stipulated rental a month, and the 
board also was given full power ito 
govern etoto,rtajinments, ^concessions 
and other matters that want the use 
of the park. 'A church revival in 
a 


tent will be given permission to nsc 
a west portion of the park within 
the nexfc few iweeks. 


The park board ordered the imme- 


diate erection of the band stand in 
the park, as decided upon last fall 
when it was too late to proceed, and 
the place of locating it will be de- 
cided upon at once. The toilets in 
the park will also be connected with 
the sewer, and the committee was 
making an inspection trip of 
the 


park this afternoon for the purpose 
of looking over the situation.

crease real estate values but exper- 
ience has shown that where proper- 
ly planned the value of property 
adjoining parks and play _areas has 
increased rather than decreased. The 
provision of play grounds and re- 
creation centers attracts 
buyers. 


People are increasingly anxious .to 
have homes in sections which can of- 
fer safe places for .their children to 
play and tennis and other forms of 
recreation for .themselves.

The building of a home is one of 


the most important undertakings in 
your life. Xot only is the home the 
center and symbol of the family life, 
but from the practical point of view, 
it involves a considerable invest- 
ment. You don't build a home every 
year or every decade. You are go- 
ing to live in it, or, so to speak, with 
it, a long period of years. It must, 
therefore, satisfy in every way; you 
can't afford 1o make a mistake, or 
fool yourself when you build. You 
must .build, right, for once the house 
is built, it is too late to change ii 
you are 
dissatisfied. 
Even if a 


change of fortune leads yon to move 


• away, it is very important that the 


house is good enough to appeal 
strongly to the renter or purchaser. 
Your only wisdom, therefore, in 
building a bonne, is to make it a val- 
uable permanent investment, tho- 
roughly satisfactory to yotirself and 
to others, if circumstances require 
ihe taking it off your hands. 


Before building a home the plan 


or idesigpi must receive careful at- 
tention. Not all houses are arranged 
•for Ihe convenience! of the occupant. 
For example, there are 
houses in 


which th« dining room and kitchen 
are separated from each other by 
another room, not. a service pantry. 
This means that as long as that 
house is used the housewife must 
walk back and forth, taking a large 
number of unnecessary 
steps. In 


some houses it would seem that no 
attempt has been made to make the 
housework easy. -Each room should 
have ample light, and there should 
be wall space for the owners beds, 
bureaus, piano and other furniture. 


The living room will be the most 


userl 4»f all the rooms, and should, 


" therefore, Die well lighted and large 


enough for the^family needs. If the 
front door opens directly into the 
living wkonTther is danger of drafts 
in the winter and in .a cold climate 
difficulty in keeping the living room 
heated. A vestibule or storm door 
may prevent this. 


A large dining room is a matter of 


choice. In the home where it is used 
three times a day it is the most 
expensive room in the house. In 
many small house a dining! alcove in 
the living room or kitchen 
has 


proved satisfactory. 


Until recently little attention has 


been given to the arrangement of the 
kitchen. For the woman who does her 
ow.il housework, the location of the 
sink, drain boards, ice box or re- 
frigerator and stove, with reference 
to natural and artificial light and to 
each other, is most essential 


There should be some provision 


for carrying off the fumes from the 
gas range and gas oven. To lessen 
fatigue it has 'been found that the 
front of the sink should be thirty- 
four to thiry-six inches from the 
floor. A corner kitchen with windows 
in both outside walls, providing 
•cross ventilation, has many advan- 
tages. Convenient closets, or cup- 
boards, are also desirable. 


Bedrooms need not be very large, 


but should have plenty of light and 
air, and' should' allow beds, dressers, 
chests of drawers and ehair to be 
placed without intcrfcrinsr with doors 
windows, or heating outlets. Cross 
ventilation is most desirable. It is not 
•best to have bedrooms opening dir- 
ectly into the living room. If possible 
entrance should be- from a passage 
or hallway. Ainple clothes 
chests 


are nnost necessary, particularly in 
small houses where there is little 
room for storage. 


The bathroom should have a win- 


!dow lange enough 1o keep it wel 
aired!. Sole access to the only bath- 
room in the house should not be 
through a bedroom; showy walls and 
floors are less necessary than sub- 
stantial, convenient fixtures 
plumbing. 


One should make sure that the 


stairways are easy to climb, have 
plenty of head room and 
enongl 


•space for easy moving furniture. 


If there is a. cellar or basement 


with a. heating plant) or a laundry in 
it, this should be easy to enter, both 
from the inside of the house am 
from the outside. Concrete or smooth 
masonry floors are desirable and 
there should be attention to conven 
ient fuel storage and openings foi 
receiving coal and removing ashes 
and refuse. The basement should be 
damp'proof and'have drain tile ]ai< 
ontide the foundation wals if ne 
K*ssary. to insure di-yness. Screening

The use of the 
right kind of lumber -plays an impor- 
tant part in the accomplishment of 
your purpose as it insures perman- 
ently tight joints . 


Of late years, the subject of in- 


sulation for the small house ha; 
jeen given much attention by archi- 
tects and building experts, 'with the 
consequence that prospective home 
owners are taking advantage of the 
knowledge gained, and are insulating 
their new houses to a. greater extent 
than ever before. Insulating a me- 
dium size dwelling, costs a surpris- 
ingly small amount, only a frac- 
tional percentage of the total cost, 
while the benefit derived is enormous: 
In fact, the saving in coal pays .the 
cost of the insulating material many 
times over.

:' Home builders often gain the im- 
pression that because | contractors 
and architects opposie "jextras" and 
changes in the construction of the 


• louse and advise against, it, this ad- 
vice is given because of the added 
work, or that the owner is "getting 
.something for nothing1." 


Xothing could be farther from the 


truth, for the architect or contrac- 
tor when he advises 
against the 


change is attempting to save 
the 


•builder 'money. Delays cost money. 
.And if there were no other cost to 
the changes, this would run into a 
nun large enough to justify more 
careful consideration before work is 
started. But there are many other 
costs which must be paid by the 
owner changing the original plans, 
'more disastrous than the delay cost. 


: New drawings must be made, 
if 


Hie change for "extras" involve 
considerable work, orders for ma- 
terials already placed must be «oun- 
teimanded, new and different 
ma- 


terial must be obtained. When you 
consider that the .'contractor usually 
has a force of bricklayers, carpen- 
ters, -plasterers, electricians 
and 


other skilled workmen on the job, 
you ran understand how delays oc- 
• casjoned because 
of changes and 


"extras" hold up these workmen 
and cause the ^contractor sleepless 
nights. His whole building program1 
has-been disrupted 'and you must 
pay/the bills. 
: 


•! If special millwork or other spe- 
cial manufactured details for your 
new tome already are' completed, 
and if yon decide yon want 
a 


change 'or an "extra" it may mean 
a complete loss of the finished work. 
Don't forget that the mill or man- 
ufacturer .will expect you'to pay for 
the original order. 


When the bills for all of this work 


are finally presented to you for pay- 
ment, the contractor may realize 
full well that you may think'him.to 
jbe an accomplished robber, holding 
yon up with a. bill instead of a gun, 
(bat wliat is he going to do about it, 
provided you order the "extras?"
